W a s h in g to n , Sept. 30.—About fifty 
persons gathered in front of the White house 
this morning to witness the President and Mrs 
Cleveland's departure on their W estern trip 
The weather, which has been rainy and d is­ 
agreeable for the past three days, started off 
beautifully this morning, ju st in time to verify 
to the usual good luck of the President. 
At 9:45 
the carriage 
drew 
up 
at 
the 
north front 
of 
the 
executive 
mansion, 
and 
the 
President. 
Mrs. Cleveland, 
Mrs. 
Folsom and Lena. Mrs. Cleveland’s maid, en­ 
tered and were driven to the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road station. At the station the special train 
had been run nearly to the entrance of the 
building. An ordinary car had been attached for 
ihe accommodation of the railroad men, which 
Is to be detached at Baltimore. At that city the 
cars of the special train, which are now headed 
by 
a 
Pullman 
palace 
car, 
will 
be 
reversed so as to bring the observation com­ 
partm ent In the rear. The train looked very 
handsome in its new paint and 
glistening 
bronze 
fittings. 
Through the plate 
glass 
■windows could be seen baskets of Jacquem inots 
roses and other flowers which had been provided 
by Mr. Pullman. 
From the waiting room a 
curious crowd eyed t he train and every one of 
the party as they arrived. 
Marshal Wilson was 
early at the station. 
He was followed bv Secre­ 
tary Fairchild. 
Colonel and Mrs. Lamont, with 
their two children, arrived next and went imme­ 
diately to the train. 
Secretaries Whitney and Endlcott preceded 
the presidential party a few minutes. 
Dr. 
Brant and Mr. Bissell had already arrived and 
taken their places in the train. 
At ten minutes 
to 12 o’clock the President made his appearance 
at the station. He wras escorted by Marshal 
Wilson and Mr. Baldwin, superintendent of the 
Pullman Car company. 
Mrs. Cleveland and her 
mother 
came 
next 
and 
the 
maid 
followed 
them. 
A 
crowd 
of 
newspaper 
men, railroad officials, 
and 
other 
favored 
persons who had been adm itted to the platform 
were present. Most of them raised hats and 
the salutes were returned by the party. 
Secre­ 
tary and Miss Bayard hurried up at this mo­ 
ment and boarded the train with the President 
and Mrs. Cleveland. Engine 46, in charge’of 
Engineer Frank Carver, had ju st backed down 
and coupled on to the train, which was under 
the direction of Conductor C. A. Ilaverstick. 
The members of the cabinet, Mrs. Folsom and 
M iss Bayard said farewell, and at precisely 10 
o’clock the train moved off on its long jour­ 
ney. 
No D em onstration at B altim ore. 
B a lt i m o r e , Sept. 3 0 . — The p resid en tial 
train reached this city at 11:10. The announce­ 
m ent that the President would arrive at that 
time attracted about 3,000 persons, fully one- 
half of whom were ladies.

Ja m e s B . W ilson 
w as on

live witnesses testified that they heard the crash 
of glass and saw Wilson in the house gathering 
every available article of value and saw him 
make his escape. Wilson denied it. 
“I ’m inno­ 
cent, but the circumstances is all agin me,” be 
said. The jurv returned a verdict of guilty and 
set his punishment at three years in the peni- 
tentiary. When Wilson heard the verdict read 
by ihe clerk he slowly arose and bowed politely 
to the judge, jury and bystanders.

ing his handover his heart he slowly seated him- 
v self and was wrapped in a deep 
reverie. 


BROADWAY RESIDENTS AROUSED- 


They M ean to H ave a C able B o ad —W hat 
E ngineer Ivnight Says. 
W hen the M etropolitan R ailw ay com pany 
refused to accept the franchise that the* city 
council offered it to build a cable road on 
Broadway, considerable indignation was expe­ 
rienced by the property owners on that thor­ 
oughfare at tho extraordinary conditions that 
the franchise provided for. The people living 
in the southwestern portion of the city*^ay that 
for years they put up with mule cars, while 
every other portion of the city, and none so 
thickly 
settled 
as 
Broadway, 
is 
sup­ 
plied with cablo lines. 
Tho feeling against 
the council has grown stronger day by day until 
now the citizens of Broadway aro ready to come 
together and, in a petition signed by all the cit- 
zens in that part of the city. ask the council to 
withdraw the objectionable stipulations and al­ 
low the Metropolitan compariy to build a cable 
on Sixth street and Broadway. 
Engineer W. B. Knight said this morning to a 
S ta b representative: “I guess Broadway will 
have a cable line after all. and I think that the 
Metropolitan company will build It. I have 
been talking with a number of prominent prop­ 
erty owners on Broadway very recently and 
they 
have 
all 
expressed 
themselves 
as 
indignant 
at 
the 
stand 
the 
coun­ 
cil 
has 
taken 
in 
the 
matter. 
An 
indignation meeting is being arranged for, but 
a date has not yet been fixed, when tho council 
will be taKen to task for the move made. It will 
also be asked to reconsider the m atter and allow 
the Metropolitan people to furnish Broadway a 
cable without spending a fortune. I have had 
no conversation with members of the council 
recently, but I am of opinion that the hon­ 
orable body have by this time found that it 
was not acting wisely when it drew up the fran­ 
chise. At any rate I think it will ba 
in­ 
fluenced by the wishes of a large number of 
voters, all owning property in the most fash­ 
ionable portion of the city.” 
The Metropolitan company has given up the 
idea of running the new line to Westport and 
will only ask for a franchise to the southwest 
boulevard, the present southern extension of 
Brojidway. If the indignation meeting of the 
Broadway people causes the council to change 
its mind and award the Metropolitan company 
a reasonable franchise, the scheme of building a 
cable 
out 
Broadway 
and 
Wyandotte 
as published in the STAB last night would be 
dropped, as it would be im possible for both 
companies to expect a franchise over one street. 
Mr. Knight said that the scheme of the Wyan­ 
dotte street and Broadway cable was news to 
him, but that it would in no way aCect the 
plans of the Metropolitan company.

The 
officers had onlv got a short distance from the 
house, she said, when she I heard a sound as of a 
blow, and heard her husband cry: “I ’m killed!

Wiien he was brought home the 
following Tuesday he told her that the police­ 
men had kicked him all the way to the station. 
Mrs. Mary Flanagan 
and her 
10-vear-old 
daughter, who live near the Burke residence, 
testified that they heard Burke cry that he was 
killed while being taken away bv the police­ 
men. 
Nellie, the 10-year-old daughter of Burke, 
was sworn. She told a story sim ilar to her 
mother’s. She said her father had been ar­ 
rested about a week before that time. 
T. J. Mosier’e testimony was 
as follows: 
“I 
was 
in 
the 
Central 
station 
when 
Burke 
was 
brought 
in. 
He was 
kicked 
from 
behind 
while 
coming 
through 
the Fourth street door. I think it was Officer 
Nichols who kicked him, but am not positive. At 
the desk while being booked he complained of be­ 
ing kicked, and Nichols said : You never thought 
of that when yon kicked your family out of 
doors.’ 
Burke’s face was drawn up and he 
looked more like a man drunk than crazy.” 
Officer Nichols was called to the stand. In re­ 
ply to questions put to him by the attornevs 
and Commissioner Ferry, he said: 
“About five 
minutes to 1 o’clock on the night of Sunday, 
September 11, 
Fitzgerald and I met Peterson 
at the corner of Third and Campbell streets. 
He said there was a disturbance at First and 
Charlotte, and that ho was told at headquarters 
to have us accompany him down there. On ar­ 
riving there we were told that Burke was the 
cause of the trouble. He was sitting on his front 
door step. I went to the door, Fitzgerald went 
into the house and Peterson stopped in front of 
Burke. Peterson slapped him in the face and 
said, ‘You Irishman, I'll teach you to telephone 
for the police.’ He (Peterson) used obscene lan­ 
guage. Mrs. Burke said she wanted her husband 
arrested. 
Fitzgerald asked her if she would ap­ 
pear against him, and she said no. We then 
turned to go away—I mean Fitzgerald and my­ 
self. 
Wo wore not goiug to arrest Burke, but 
Peterson caught him by the collar of the coat 
and told him to come on. I said: ‘You are not 
going to arrest him, are you?' Peterson said : 
‘Why,of course I am. What do you thiuk I came 
down here for?’ 
Burke was able to walk and 
went in front. 
I was ju st behind Peter­ 
son, 
and 
Fitzgerald 
was 
some 
distance 
behind. 
At 
tho 
corner 
of 
the 
alley 
Peterson 
kicked 
Burke 
and 
said: 
T il 
teach you to call a man from his supper.* I 
caught his arm and said: ‘Don't do that! The 
old man is a citizen and a taxpayer and worth 
$ 20,000.’ Peterson replied that be didn’t care if 
he was worth $ 200,000. 
On the way to the 
station ho kicked him five times, always from 
behind. 
It was he who kicked Burke at the 
station door. I did not kick him at all. Neither 
did Fitzgerald. I think I could not have gone 
any 
further 
to 
prevent 
Peterson 
from ill-using him without getting into a 
personal difficulty, and that I was anxious to 
avoid. If I though Peterson was hurting him, 
however, I would have used force to stop it if 
necessary. 
The case was’ Peterson's. He ap­ 
peared against him in police court. I did not. 
I reported the kicking to Captain Ditsch and 
Chier Speers as soon as I heard of Burke’s 
death.” 
Officer Fitzgerald’s *fory coincided in the 
main points with Nichols’s. 
“'When I went into 
the house,” said he, "Mrs. Burke said her hus­ 
band had hit her several times and would have 
killed her but for her daughter. At the station 
Nichols did not say a word. Peterson did all tiie 
talking. Burke was kicked by Peterson. Nich­ 
ols remonstrated with him, but vainly. The 
only kick I considered anyway serious was the 
one given him in the alley.” 
Coroner Elston gave expert testimony as to 
the cause of Burke's death. He satd: “The in­ 
jury that caused the rupture of the urethra could 
have been from a kick or a fall on the point ot a 
stick. If he had been kicked it could hardly 
have been froai behind. It is my impression 
that tho three officers shonld have been held for 
furf her investigation, but I agreed with tiie ver­ 
dict of the jury.” 
Captains Snyder and McGinnis and Sergeant 
Moran testified to the general «ood conduct of 
the officers on trial. Captain Ditsch, who booked 
Burke, said he considered the defendants good, 
honest, efficient and humane officers. He did 
not see Burke until he was near the captain's 
desk. “He made no complaints,” said Ditsch. 
“He asked to be allowed to go home, and said he 
would behave. Ho was locked up. No pro- 
fan i tv was used in the station.” 
Major Jam es Armstrong testified to the good 
reputation of Officer Nichols. “When a little 
boy,” said he, “he worked on my farm in Cass 
county, and was always quiet and peaceable. 
He was a model. When I heard lie was on the 
policc force I thought lie was unfit for a police­ 
man as there was too much human kindness in 
ills brc&st* w 
,T. A Cecil, Chief Speers, Officer Fairfield, 
Michael Reid, Mrs. Bnrke and Mr. Willis testi­ 
fied to the good character of Officers Nichols and 
Fitsgerald. 
Messrs. Botsford and Gibson addressed the 
board. They asked that their clients ba rein­ 
stated on the force, as there was no evidence to 
show that they had been brutal or derelict in 
their duty. 
The commissioners then announced tnat a 
decision would be rendered next Wednesday at 
9 o’clock. ________

league; pensions for the survivors of rebel 
prisons substantially as presented in the bill of 
the National Association of Prisoners of War; 
increased pensions for loss of hearing or eye­ 
sight; a re-enactment of the arrears law; an 
equitable equalization of bounties; and tlie 
same pension for the widow of the 
tive volunteer soldier of the Union army, John 
A. Logan, as is paid to the widows of those typi­ 
cal regulars, Thomas and Hancock. 
Tlie committee on the annual address of the

DEFEATED BY 20,000. 


The A nti-Prohibitionists of T ennessee Are 
Victorious—A R em arkable Kiectlon. 
N a s h v i l l e , T en n ., Sep t. 3 0 .—The elec­ 
tion yesterday on the adoption of an amendment 
to the constitution, prohibiting the manufacture 
or sale for uss as a beverage oE into xicating liq­ 


u o r s , passed off with remarkable quiet. 
The 
feature was the presence of ladies at the polls 
working and pleading with voters to cast their 
ballot, for the amendment. 
Lunches with hot 
coffee were set at all the polling places and when­ 


e v e r a man presented himself to vote the anti- 
ticket. he was surrounded bv the ladies, argued 
with, and, if very stubborn, prayed for and re­ 
galed with sacred songs 
In the sixth ward in this city the antis rallied 
their forces early and were voting in solid pla­ 
toons of from five to fifty. The prohibition men 
were discouraged to the degree that they desert­ 
ed the polls. Then the ladies rallied, sent out 
for reinforcements of their sex and bravely stood 
in the breech, pleading aud praying with voters 
until the pells closed. 
Returns last night were incomplete. 
The 
Am**)'lean had figures which indicated that the 
Amendment has been defeated by from 10,090 
to 15,000. The antis claimed 25.000 majority. 
The anti-prohibitionists carried Memphis by a 
majority of 4,332 out of a total vote of 9,011. 
Shelby county will give about 6,000 majority 
against the amendment. Chattanooga's official 
vote for the amendment was l.s s o for, to 3,019 
against. The official vote of Nashville is: For 
the amendment, 3,981; against, 5,400. The vote 
in Knoxville resulted in a victory for prohibi­ 
tion, it standing: For the amendment, 2,312; 
against, 1,120. The negro vote was almost solid 
against the amendment and represented at least 
three-fourths of the opposition in Knoxville. 
Partial returns from thirty east Tennessee 
counties indicate 5,000 m ajority for prohibition 
with an extremely light vote in the back coun­ 
ties. 
At every polling booth in Chattanooga there 
was a lavish display of banners by the ladies, 
among them being “Vote for God, Home and 
Tennessee To-day.” “Vote for Mother, Wife and 
Sister; They Have No Defense; You Have Your 
Ballot,“ “The Women and Children of Tennessee 
Appeal to the Manhood of the State; Yes, To­ 
day.”

Sim s on Silk and Sugar. 
T o p e k a , K a s., Sep t. 3 0 .—M ajor Sim s, 
secretary of the state board of agriculture, being 
asked to give Ills opinion relative to the benefits 
to be derived from the recent experiments in 
silk culture at Peabody, said: “So far as the 
experiments are concerned they demonstrate 
conclusively that silk can be produced in this 
state. The Important question, however, is, can 
the production of silk be made a paying indus­ 
try in this country ? In my opinion it cannot, 
under the present condition of things, and I 
would not advise anyone to invest anv capital 
in the business with the expectation of realiz­ 
ing a profit. The reason is that there is no duty 
on reeled silk which is produced iu France and 
other foreign countries, where labor is cheap, 
and imported by American silk manufacturers 
at a very low price. If there should b ea heavy 
customs duty imposed upon the raw material, 
such as would practically prohibit its import a 
tion, then the problem ofsiik production might 
present a different aspect." 
Concerning the recent experiments in sorg­ 
hum sugar manufacture at Fort Scott, he spoke 
in a very enthusiastic manner. Ho was confi­ 
dent it would become one of the leading Indus­ 
tries of western Kansas, which locality was pe­ 
culiarly adapted to the growth of sorghum. 
“The recent experiments by the Parkinson com­ 
pany,” he said, “have demonstrated conclusively 
that ex-Commissioner of Agriculture 
LeDue 
was by no means visionary when he claimed 
that sugar could be chcaply produced from 
sorghum.”
